“Then, in January 1970, I met John McGraw 
from what was then the Paris franchise. He very 
quickly Released me on the lower grades... and 
we went, together, to have Power processing 
Later, we did the Solo and Clearing Courses. I 
completed m Expanded Grades, my OT 
Levels... and now I am studying on the 
Academy levels and am at present on Level II, 
while at the same time I plan another book.

Henry Baczkowski, and his wife Pam (both 
Clears) are two of Scientology's leading artists. 
They live and work in East Grinstead, where they 
have a large house and studio near Saint Hill. 
They are planning a joint exhibition next 
year... Henry is a painter and Pam a sculptress. 
The way up has been an interesting and exciting 
one for them both, and they have exhibited with 
the Chelsea Art Group, the Hampstead Arts 
Council, Galerie le Savouroux in Casablanca, 
Galeria Schneider in Rome, Coconut Grove 
Miami, Nassau Bahamas, the Mall Gallery in 
London, the Mackintosh Hall in Gibraltar — and 
the Sackville Gallery in East Grinstead.

Pam's sculptures are forceful, fluid in form, 
infinitely communicative; they ‘respond’ to the 
touch, they're flowing, they're strong. Henry's 
'space openers' are — for want of a better word 
abstract; space forms that are actually very real, 
alive, exciting, full of movement and colour and, 
most of all height, light — and space 


Henry first stárted painting when he'd had his 
Grade IV . and came up with a purpose in life 
to paint, and to paint successfully! That was in 
1965, Three years later he held his first 
exhibition. He creates his own materials and 
techniques, paints with a brush à feather 
mixes his own pigments and varnishes, treats his 
paper differently for different purposes. Basically 
sculptural, his forms have a texture and a mouled 
shape. More than anybody else he succeeds in 
capturing the thought just before it slips over 
into pure aesthetic, and to observe his paintings is 
to observe a visual symphony 


Henry was born in Poland in 1923 and his first 
long trousers were army ones! War, at 16%, was 
the best education he could have had, he 
observes. But on the twentieth day of War Poland 
was defeated and he was made prisoner. He 
escaped to England, joined those of his 
countrymen who had managed to evade the 
Third Reich, and was sent to Southern France as 
part of the Underground. Demobbed in 1947, he 
did a lovely succession of jobs" until 1959, 
when he met Pam and they set up a pottery in 
Harrowgate, Yorkshire Pam had trained in 


pottery at Bradford Art School and worked at 
pottery at Liangollen, north Wales, but was not 
yet doing sculpture. She had been “doing little 
ceramics", but the last two sculptures she had 
made were a clay crocodile, at the age of six, and 
à torso at Art College.. ! 


It was now that the Baczkowskis first heard 
about Scientology from Jim Patterson, and they 
pi a copy of L. Ron Hubbard's SCIENCE OF 
SURVIVAL on their bookshelf.

“We had created an apparent oasis for ourselves 
where we met the world on our own terms (but 
did not meet it at all)," says Henry.

"then got ideas for other things, other shapes ~ a 
reaching kind of uplifted head, symbols. My 
sculptures have a significance and symbolise some 
kind of a concept. I started exhibiting when we 
went to the Bahamas in 1966, and have found a 
ready sale for my work ever since. I intend to get 
hack to it soon, but right now I'm involved 
with the Book Brigade!"
